Before 400 students and a handful of 
instructors, two freshmen of Georgia 
Tech squared off in an improvised 
ring yesterday afternoon and settled 
their quarrel with bare fists, Prof. W. 
F. Kernan acted as referee, and | the 
principals were his brother, Frank Ker- 
nan, from New Orleans, and Bill Coney, 
of Columbus, Ga. The fight was stopped 
finally by Prof. Boggs, who saw the 
crowd and went to investigate, and was 
declared a draw. It required two hours 
of hard work to put young Kernan on 
his feet. 

The return to old Rughy and Oxfort 
standards, after the traditions of Tom 
| Brown, was brought about by Prof. Ker- 
nan, who heads the modern languages 
department, and who took exceptions to 
an ultra-modern idiom used by his broth- 
er and taken by young Coney as directea 
at him.

lieve they are not required to obtain a 
license to hunt if they have the permis- 
sion of the land owner.

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Another Cost of Smoke. 

‘The University of Pittsburg, which is making an 
exhaustive study of the soot problem in its city has 
found that metal work when exposed to excessive 
smoke lasts only half as long as it does in clear air. 
“The smoke,” we are told, “carries an acid.that is 
highly destructive and because of this architects in 
Pittsburg bave to make special provision for gut- 
ters.” It is estimated, says the Courier-Journal, that 
the community pays out more than a million dollars 
a year for sheet metal work that could be saved, if 
the smoke were eliminated. 

This is but one item in the tremendous cost of 
smoke damage, a cost that begins with wasted fuel 
and ends with human discomfort and disease. The. 
damage to property alone amounts to millions of dol- 
lars a year while that to health is incalculable. Smoke 
bills are paid not only by the factory or furnace owner 
who is too short-sighted to avail himself of well- 
known methods and appliances for the prevention of 
excessive smoke but also by the public at large. 
They are paid by the housewife, by the merchant, 
by the owners of the greatest office buildings and of 
the smallest homes. Most grievous of all, they are 
paid for in the health of the people and the progress 
of the community, 

The extent and seriousness of this problem is at- 
tested by the fact that institutions like the University 
of Pittsburg are devoting earnest effort to the elim- 
ination of smoke and that every forward-looking 
city in the land is conducting a campaign to the 
me end. These endeavors are yielding marked re- 
sults. The time will come when a city that values 
its reputation and prosperity will no more tolerate 
unnecessary smoke than a defective or inadequate 
sewerage system and when home seekers and in- 
vestors will be as slow to settle in a community that 


neglects its smoke problem as in a district infected 
with malaria or typhoid.

Talking Across the Ocean. 


News stories indicate that William Marconi is 
about to press his wonderful achievements in wire- 
less telegraphy still further by making it possible 
to telephone across the Atlantic. Experiments in 
this direction have proved richly promising. There 
seems no doubt that the sovnd wayes of the voice 
can thus be clearly transmitted and it is believed 
to be merely a matter of time when words will be- 
come articulate over the ocean's expanse. A writer 
in the Public Ledger of Philadelphia interestingly 
notes that: 

“The increase in the distance over which the 
wireless telegraph successfully operates is amaz- 
ing. In 189$ it was only fourteen and a half 
miles. The next year words were thrown across 
the English Channel thirty miles. In 1901 the 
distance from Cornwall to the Isle of Wight, two 
hundred miles, was aerially bridged. And now 
the project is for eight stations (four trans- 
mitting and four receiving) that shall girdle the 
globe, the link from Hawaii to Japan being three 
thousand, three hundred and ninety-four mlies 
in length. At présent press dispatches regularly 
travel by this means from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, two thousand, three hundred and fifty 
miles. Between Lima, Peru, and Paral, Brazil, 
wireless telegraphy leaps twenty-one hundred 
miles, over Andean summits, twenty thousand 
feet above the sea.” 

The principles demonstrated and the devices per- 
fected through wireless telegraphy have led natural- 
ly to the efforts which are now so auspicious in 
wireless telephony. The value of the former inven- 
tion as a means of rendering ocean travel more at- 
tractive and secure is beyond reckoning; when the 
latter is an accomplished fact, as it promises soon 
to be, space, that ancient foe to man's dream and 
endeavor, will be almost conquered.

WILSON AND JUSTICE

1am not sure about the spelling, but it is possible 
that his name was I'Hospital and he was chancellor of 
France just before the dynasty of Valois gave place 
to the House of Bourbon. He was, with the exception 
of William the Silent, about the only virtuous states- 
man of Europe. in that age. He had the eye to see 
and the heart to feel that justice, and justice only, was 
the true foundation of government among men. Un- 
fortunately he was lacking in the hand to grasp it— 
mayhap, the times being what they were, even Caesar's 
hand was necessary to compass it. 

And here is how Woodrow Wilson expressed it the 
other day: 

“I want to take this occasion to say that the 
United States will never again seek one additional 
foot of territory by conquest. 

“States that are obliged to grant concessions 
are in this condition: That foreign interests are 
apt to dominate their domestic affairs—a condi- 
tion of affairs always dangerous and apt to be- 
come intolerable. 

“I rejoice in nothing so much as in the pros- 
pect that they will now be emancipated from these 
conditions. and we ought to be the first to take 
part in assisting in that emancipation. I think 

me of these gentlemen have already had occa- 

sion to bear witness that the department of state 

in recent months nas tried to serve them in that 

wise. 

We must prove ourselves their friends and 
champions, upon terms of equality and honor. We 
must show ourselves friends by comprehending 
their interest, whether it squares with our interest 
or not. 

“It is a very perilous thing to determine the 
foreign policy of a nation in the terms of material 
interest.” 

What does that mean? This, and only this; That 
selfishness must give place to justice. It is coming to 
this, my children, and until that day arrives mankind 
will continue barbarian.

Wonders of the Aurora 


‘When the frequency of the aurora in the polar re- 
sions is referred to, the expression should not be 
taken too Hterally, writes F. C. Selous in the Decem- 
ber Strand. On the contrary, Auroras, I believe, are 
far less numerous in the polar region proper than far- 
ther to the south. 

It was one night about the middle of September 
that I beheld a truly magnificent display of the aurora 
borealis. Across the inky blackness of the northern 
sky a great arc of pure white light was suddenly 
stretched, which lit up the snow-covered mountains 
round our camp just as if we had suddenly at- 
tracted the very active attention of a gigantic search- 
light. 


From the main body of this gloriois sheet of 
flame great darts and streamers constantly shot shiv- 
ering and shimmering through the sky, now opening 
out into broad white lanes of light, and again narrow- 
ing until swallowed up once more by the envious dark- 
ness of the surrounding sky. 

Never for a single instant were these wonderful 
polar lighte still; they constantly spread and con- 
tracted in every-varying waves and tongues of light, 
until they finally died out, and the stars once more 
shone brightly in the clear sky. The effect was, In- 
deed, amazing and awing in the extreme. 

Only once more did we the northern lights, but 
then, too, the display was soul-inspiring and magnifi- 
cent, and I count these splendors of the Arctic sky 
as the most marvelous of all the wonders of the 
world—all the wonders of the world that I have been 
privileged to see, at any rate. Seen in the solitude of 
the northern widlerness such visions of glory cannot 
but awaken reverence in the soul of man, of what- 
ever race or degree of culture.

The Passing of Marchesi 


With the passing yesterday in London of Mathilde 
de Castrone Marchesi—known to the four corners of 
the musical world simply as Marchesi—there has dis- 
appeared one of the most interesting figures of artis- 
tic life. Originally a concert singer, her fame as 
such was entirely eclipsed by her reputation as a 
teacher. Such pupils as Melba, Eames, di Murska, 
Calve and others spread her fame as a trainer of 
voices until Mathilde Marchesi was the most sought 
after vocal teacher in Europe. Pupils aspiring to the 
stage, chiefly the operatic stage, tlocked to her for 
guidance and advice. And the label of “a Marchesi 
pupil” was sufficient to obtain a hearing for any ap- 
Pliecant in almost every opera house in the world. 

Herself a pupil of Garcia, she handed down from 
one generation to another the traditions of that great 
teacher, who, In turn, was the son of another great 
singer and teacher. Thus Marchesi transmitted vocal 
traditions of the eighteenth century, when beauty of 
tone was more sought after than dramatic force. 

So a great connecting artistic link has disay r 
but her influence and work will survive Seen 
years to come, since her great pupils still spread the 
gospel of beautiful tone, as contrasted to the shout- 
ing Geclamation eagerty fostered by the younger gen- 
ew York Herald.

There must be no throwing or run- 
ning with the ball, and such constitutes 


a foul, when the ball must be thrown 
perpendicularly in the air by the guilty 
team. 


There must be no holding of the ban 
nor free kicks 

When a ball passes beyond the timit 
of the fleld by the side of the goal it 
shall be kicked on from the boundary 
by the side baving that goal. 

When the ball passes beyond the limit 
at the side of the field it shall be kicked 
on horizontally to the boundary by the 
side which kicked it out 

There shall be no holding or tripping 
of players.
